It’s unlikely that many people will mourn the passing of 
old 1961. As years gro, it was a jrrim one. but pretty run of 
the mill. That is not to say it was uneventful. 
It had its share of international crises, domeslie prob­ 
lems, memorable sports events, scientilic advances, laughter 
and sorrow—perhaps more of some things and less of oth­ 
ers. But on the whole, we are triad to be off with the old 
and on with the new. 
We are fickle, we humans. Only 12 months a£0 we were 
welcoming the new year of 1961 with hitrh hopes and great 
expectations. Now. it is 1962 that is the magic symbol of 
our desires and dreams. 
And that is the way it should be. For it is fruitless to 
weep overlong for the mat pleasures of times gone by or 
to dwell in a regTetful shadowland of what-might-have-been. 
It is the future we live for. and whether 1962 proves good 
or bad, we will cast it aside too w hen the time comes. 
Yet we carry something of the old year, and all the old 
years, with us, besides the memories of happiness we knew 
or the lessons of mistakes we made. We carry with us a 
sense of the continuity of life, w hich gives life purpose and 
meaning. 
This continuity is not just of our own little selves but of 
the nation, the world and the race. It is just to the extent 
which we identify our individual lives with this greater 
continuity that our own lives acquire value and worth-while- 
ness. 
It is just to the extent that we think in terms of all his­ 
tory and not of single years that we gain a truer perspective 
and a calmer optimism. Too close a scrutiny of any one 
year could mislead us into either false hopes or enervating 
despair.

We know that in the coming year we will have to make 
do and revise and compromise and eventually accept whitt 
we get from 1962. But being human, we cannot begin it 
with anything less than the biggest dreams or aim at any­ 
thing less than the complete successes. 
That is why we celebrate the New Year.

HAVE IT BOTH WAYS? 
Can a company, “administer” prices, setting them as it 
chooses regardless of the law of supply and demand? 
The Administration evidently has two contradictory an­ 
swers to this question, and uses first one, then the other, 
as it suits Washington purposes. 
Sen. Estes Kefauver long has been contending that big 
companies can set prices and make the public pay them. 
The New Frontier has been sympathetic to this view. 
President Kennedy seemed to support the “administered 
price” idea when he wrote to the steel companies, asking 
them not to include in their prices the costs of a wage 
increase under a contract with the Steelworkers’ union. 
Producers have been contending that the “administered” 
price idea is nonsense. If they could set their prices regard­ 
less of market conditions and without being held in violation 
of anti-trust laws, why would so many prices go up and 
down instead of always up? 
Now’ it appears that it is handy for the Administration 
to reverse itself and contend that prices are not “adminis­ 
tered?” Much public apprehension has been expressed that 
New Frontier spending policies, deficits and cheap money 
w’ill cause inflation. 
Walter W. Heller, chairman of the President’s, Board of 
Economic Advisors, does not want fear of inflation to check 
Administration programs. So he has assured us that prices 
will not rise because there is so much unused capacity among 
producers. This means plentiful supply, and in classical 
economics prices cannot rise when supply exceeds demand. 
Particularly cited is the aforementioned steel industry, which 
is operating at less than three quarters of capacity. 
So, when it is desired to attack business and impose w ider 
government controls, we are told that prices are adminis­ 
tered. When Washington wants to lull us about its inflation­ 
ary policies, we are told that prices are, after all, still de­ 
termined by the law’ of supply and demand. 
Evidently, Washington sees no objection to attempting to 
confuse the people this way, but most people see it as in­ 
tellectual dishonesty. 
• 
• 
• 
America’s 68 land grant colleges and universities are. on 
balance, high quality schools—better far than many of us 
may realize. 
Though they represent less than 4 per cent of this coun­ 
try’s colleges, they turn out nearly 40 per cent of the stu­ 
dents with doctors’ degrees. In engineering, biology and 
agriculture, the range runs from 50 to 100 per cent. 
Such a performance is an accepted mark of achievement in 
the educational world. With their great breadth of activity 
and their considerable size (accounting for 20 per cent of 
total college enrollment), it gives the land grant institutions 
clear opportunity to lead in the challenging educational era 
ahead. 
They can be expected to play a bigger role in helping oth­ 
er nations, including the newly independent, broaden their 
base of education. Already most land grant schools are es­ 
tablishing universities in their own image in such places as 
Turkey, Ethiopia, Nigeria, and India. 
Their long experience in technical fields, now enlarged 
to embrace the liberal arts; their highly democratized en­ 
rollment programs, and their competence in tield extension 
work make their pattern immensely attractive to struggling 
new lands. 
That same practice in the “extension" of learning, most 
heavily developed in agriulture but substantial on the gen­ 
eral education level in a fair percentage of land grant 
schools, makes them natural centers for a vastly needed 
expansion of adult education. 
The education experts see this as a critical matter for 
those numerous areas with no adult programs. Few schools 
can match the land grant group in taking education into 
the field, right to the points where it is most needed. 
Thirdly, their very size has accustomed these institutions 
to dealing in big numbers and thus fits them to absorb a 
healthy share of the deluge of college students expected ir 
the years ahead. 
This does mean the land grant colleges will take in a larg 
er part of the total. Their percentage has held fairly con­ 
stant for many years and is thought likely to remain so. It 
does mean they can bear their fair proportion of the future 
load—and do a very good job of it. 
These schools, founded on endowments drawn from th« 
sale of public lands granted them by the federal govern 
ment, are rounding out their first century of life. 
They were at the £ore of the revolution that brought higi 
er education in reach of the many. Their success over s< 
long a span provides the dramatic underscoring for th! 
promise that the land grant colleges will go on as before 
with the crucial task of sharpening men’s talents and wid­ 
ening their understanding.

for stifling the United 
Nations. And though we’re hav­ 
ing trouble in Ghana and Moroc­ 
co, we have firm friends in 'most 
of the otner countries. In Guinea 
where 1,200 Communist advisers 
have been working, President Se~ 
kou Toure hay -recently turned 
vigorously toward the West. 
We Still‘ Lead 
In Asia the picture is mixed. 
We will have trouble in Laos 
Cambodia and Viet Nam for 
a 
iong tune to 
come. You cannot 
undo the effects of French colo­ 
nialism overnight. But the Philip­ 
pines 
have 
just 
proved 
them­ 
selves a bastion of democracy 
by undergoing a national election, 
and in other areas we are holding 
our own. 
In 
Latin America, the picture 
is also mixed. 
There are pockets 
of communism 
and 
anti-Ameri­ 
canism. But 14 nations ha' e bro­ 
ken relations with Castro, and on 


the whole things are taking a turn 
for the better. 
In brief, we are by no means 
losing the cold war. In the com­ 
petition between capitalism 
and 
communism, we are ahead. We 
are not ahead by a decisive m ar­ 
gin, but we are ahead. The com . 
petition in the days to come is 
not going to be easy. But neither 
was the road followed by those 
who landed in this country 300 
years ago easy; nor the road 
of 
those who dared pit the future of 
13 struggling colonies against the 
biggest empire in the world; nor 
those who dared push West to 
build up the nation. 
None of it was easy. There 
were no easy solutions then and 
there is none today. Frustrated 
America will have to look else­ 
where for easy solutions. But to 
anyone who has traveled through 
part of Russia, part of Europe, 
and part of Latin America m the 
past six months, as I have, I sug­ 
gest 
to the sixth column cohorts 
hat they also travel and then 
come back and be glad they have 
this country to Live in. 
Behind 
the Scene* 
President de Gaulle of France 
got on the trans-Atlantic telephone 
the other day and told President 
Kennedy bluntly that he doesn’t 
iike American Ambassador Jam es 
Gavin, a retired general.

And a balanced diet will even 
be good for the children, tho’ they 
may not be over - weight. 
The difference is, that the aver­ 
age. growing, younster may have 
seconds, which his weight - watch­ 
ing parents should not have. 
Drastic diets are just plain stu­ 
pid. In the first place, most folks 
can't stay on them. In the second 
place, if they could, they’d suffer 
from energy loss and probably in­ 
jure their health. 
The secret to weight control, is 
goou tcf ng habits. Even on a diet, 
you need each day: 
Milk — one pint (may be skim­ 
med) 
Egg — one daily. 
Fruit two or more servings 
(one citrus or tomato) 
Vegetables — two or more serv­ 
ings (especially broccoli, mustard, 
spinach or turnip greens and car­ 
rots!. 
Lean meat — one or two serv­ 
ings. 
Cereals and bread — two slices 
bread or one dice bread and one 
serving cereal. 
Fat — two ounces (this includes 
the fat in bacon, ice cream, cook­ 
ing pies, and-table fat). 
In addition to watching “what” 
one eats, and how “much,” one 
needs to watch how it’s prepared. 
For homemade soups and stews, 
simmer the meat one day, chill in 
refrigerator overnite. Lift off soli­ 
dified fat. Add vegetables and sea­ 
sonings and cook 
till vegetables 
are tender. Serve hot. 
One can't lose weight and eat a 
lot of fried foods — broil, bake, or 
stew ’em . Don't add fat to greens, 
for seasoning — use a bouillon 
cube in cooking. 
Gravies, 
rich 
sauces and salad dressings, choco­ 
late icings and whipped cream top­ 
pings are for — sure don'ts. But, 
low calorie substitutes may be 
found. 
And one must remember that 
most liquids have calories too. A 
soda pop is about 105 calories, one 
jigger bourbon, 125 and 1 can of 
beer about 140. And these liquids 
don't figure into the daily food re­ 
quirements. for optimum health.

“ important implications in psy­ 
chiatric illness.” two medical re­ 
searchers ¿¡aid today. 
Herbert Barry, III. Ph.D., New 
Haven, Conn., and Herbert Berry 
Jr., M.D., Ph. D., Boston, drew 
this conclusion from a review of 
seven independent studies, includ­ 
ing one of their own, reported in 
the current Archives of General 
Psychiatry, published by the Amer­ 
ican Medical Association. 
The studies compared the month­ 
ly birth rate of a total of 30,000 
psychotic patients (mostly diagnos­ 
ed as 
schizophrenic) 
with 
the 
monthly birth rate of the 
total 
population in the same region. 
The results of all seven studies 
showed 
that 
the 
birth 
rate of 
schizophrenics was above the gen­ 
eral population rate in the first 
trim ester (January-April) and be­ 
low the general population in the 
second 
trimester 
«May-August). 
Two additional studies of manic- 
depressives revealed a similar pat­ 
tern. 
Most of the data indicale that 
“The first trim ester is a deleter­ 
ious time to be bom, with the se- 
second 
trim ester 
b e i n g 
most 
favorable,” the authors said, How­ 
ever, they pointed out that not all 
investigators have drawn this con­ 
clusion. 
For 
example, one study 
has 
shown that among samples of emi- 
cnt men the largest number wore 
born iri the first trim ester and the 
fewest in the second. 
The relationship between season 
of birth and psychosis has been 
explained by some investigators as 
showing evidence that a certain 
season of the year is likely to have 
perm anent pathological effects on 
mental development when that sea­ 
son coincides with a certain critical 
stage of the ba'-o’s development 
either before or after birth, the au­ 
thors said. This interpretation is 
supported by evidence that other 
pathological conditions (including 
mental deficiency and perinatal 
mortality) show the same patterns 
of sea onal variation in birth rate 
as does psychosis, they said. 
Other investigators have explain­ 
ed the relationship between season 
of birth and psychosis by the sup­ 
position that psychotics comprise a 
subgroup which differs from (he 
total populaton in seasonal distri­ 
bution of 
procreations, they said. 
The authors said they themselves 
“ Do not 
believe 
that 
there 
is 
enough 
evidence at hand to war­ 
rant confident acceptance of either 
of these theories.” However, they 
said: 
“ It is clear that the season of 
birth has important implications in 
psychiatric illness and that it is a 
factor which merits more exten­ 
sive investigation.”

Will the seed you plan to plant 
next spring grow? W ith the un­ 
favorable harvesting seasons that 
we have had this year, getting the 
answ er to that question m ay be j 
even more im portant than usual, j 
Your seed m ay look good and still 
not give a stand. So m ake plans 
to get your seed tested this year 
well ahead of planting season. 
How should you go about getting 
seed tested? Both the State De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture at Jeffer­ 
son City and the U niversity of Mis­ 
souri D epartm ent of Field Crops 
at Columbia provide free testing 
for farm er sam ples. 
It is im portant to get seed sam ­ 
ples in early to these laboratories 
if your are to get test results back 
in tim e to be of use. Corn, cotton 
and soybean seed will be accepted 
during January and F ebruary. 
How much &eed is needed for a 
test? The sam ple you aend in needs 
to be onequart of the larg er sized 
seeds such as corn, cotton and soy­ 
beans. But a pint of grasses or 
legum e seed is sufficient. Send 
only in strong containers which 
will not be broken or torn in ship­ 
m ent. Label sam ples clearly as to 
nam e, address, kind of seed and 
lot num ber. 
It is im portant th at you us* care 
in taking your sam ple. Seed off the 
top of a bin is likely not to repre­ 
sent the whole bin. Seed from just 
a few sacks could give you a wrong 
idea about the whole seed lot. So

Room temperature in the farrow­ 
ing house should be from 50 to 60 
degrees with small areas for the 
baby pigs heated to 80 degrees. 
Leo Schott, of Schott Brothers 
farm at Perkins, has ins;ailed a 
space gas burner for the farrow­ 
ing house. This may be done with 
eithei radiant type hi at or heat 
lamps. 
Housing for farrowing should 
have adequate ventilation, yet be 
free of drafts. Drafts and damp­ 
ness are sure troublemakers. Many 
times dampness ig the result of 
poor ventilation. 
Pigs should be given supplemen­ 
tal iron to prevent anemia before 
they are 48 hours old. This may be 
given either as a swab on the ud­ 
der of the sow.by shots, pills, or 
an ora] spray. Be sure to clip the 
needle teeth. It saves pigs and 
makes for better nursing habits by 
sow and pigs. 
Creep feeding is an excellent 
practice, particularly in the win­ 
ter. It gets pigs off to a good start. 
Water is an essential to a bahnc. 
ed ration. On many county farms 
in the winter this ¡s one 
the 
most neglected phases of our hog 
program. Sixty . seven per cent 
of a 100 -pound pig is water. He 
needs a gallon a day. Water should 
be 
warmed 
to 50 degrees and 
should be available at all times 
from a clean source. 
There are many water heaters 
on the market that wil] do an ex­ 
cellent job. 
Be sure you get rid of the lice 
and mange on your sows boforee 
they go into the farrowing house. 
Two sprayings 
with 
a 
lindane 
spray will clean up the sows. There 
is no safe insecticide to use on 
pigs before they are weaned. Those 
external parasites can be costly. 
They are easily and cheaply con­ 
trolled. Sows can be sprayed any 
time 
when 
the temperature 
is 
32 degrees.

SEWAGE LAGOONS 
DISCOVERED BY ACCIDENT 
In 1928 the town of Fessenden, 
North Dakota int tallied a new sew. 
er system. Money was not availab 
for a conventional sewage treat­ 
ment plant. As an emergency mea­ 
sure the raw sewage was allowed 
to empty into a nearby low area. 
A bad situation was expected to 
develop. Instead, nature took over, 
the water developed a greenish 
color. It stayed clear and there 
was no odor The simple system 
apparently worked better than an 
expensive mechanical system. 
This first lagoon worked success­ 
fully for 20 years before anyone 
gave it much thought as a pos­ 
sible sewage treatment method, it 
was ju: t too simple. In 1948 the 
town of M a cl dock, North Dakota 
built a similar lagoon to handle 
ihcir sewage. Other North Dakota 
towns soon did likewise but the 
potential value of these lagoons 
was still not recognized. 
In 1951. the U. S. Public Health 
Service started a serious study. In 
1956 an experimental 15 acre la­ 
goon was built at Fayette, Mis­ 
souri to handle the sewwage from 
the town’s 3000 population. Health 
officials from all over the U. S. 
and several foreign countries have 
visited this experimental lagoon 
where oxygen released by algae 
and aerobic bacteria are surprising 
ly effective in breaking down and 
purifying the sewage. 
Sewage lagoons are now being 
used in many places to take care 
of various types of sewage. Hog 
producers started to use lagoons 
for disposal of hog manure from 
finishing floors 3 to 4 years ago. 
These lagoons are much smaller 
than those used by towns and ci­ 
ties and are used much more heav. 
ily* Because of this concentrated 
use they are not expected to last 
as long. 
However, there are some used 
by hog producers that are four 
years old and are still doing a 
good job. 
They are an easy and economi­ 
cal answer to a big problem for 
hog producers.

Adequate Soil Fertility 
He'ps Prevent Erosion 


Adequate soil fertility helps pre­ 
vent erosion, Earl Kroth, Univer­ 
sity of Missouri soils researcher, 
reports. 
Kroth says results of trials at the 
Midwest Claypan Experiment Sta­ 
tion near MeCredie give concrete 
evidence of fertility’s effect on ero­ 
sion. This research was conducted 
cooperatively by the Missouri Ag­ 
ricultural Experiment Station and 
the Agricultural Research Service. 
U S. Department of Agriculture. 
Plots in continuous com during 
1954-60 receiving only starter ferti­ 
lizer lost an average of 1.7 tons of 
soil per acre per year. Plots re­ 
ceiving full soli treatm ent lost only 
1.4 tons of soil ner acre. Average 
corn yields for 1955-60 were 51 and 
101 bushels respectively. 
The effect was less noticeable 
with com grown in rotation with 
wheat and meadow. Soil losses un 
der both starter and full tre a t­ 
ments were .8 ton per acre but re­ 
spective com yields were 77 and 
104 bushels per acre. 
Effect of fertilizer was even 
more evident after a 4-inch rain­ 
storm last summer, Kroth says. 
Continuous plots with starter fer­ 
tilizer only, had 1.7 inches of run­ 
off and lost 3.4 tons of soil per 
acre. Full treatm ent plots had 1.1 
inches of runoff and lost 1.5 tons 
of soil per acre. 
Kroth summarizes by saying that 
adequate fertility 
helps prevent 
erosion by promoting a heavier, 
faster developing crop cover. How­ 
ever, adequate fertility will not 
take the place of mechanical ero­ 
sion control m easures such as ter­ 
races.

A busy year of achievement ends 
early in January for John M. Dal­ 
ton, 44th governor of Missouri. 
Probably never before, accord­ 
ing to veteran observers of the 
capital 
scene,

governor squeezed so many im­ 
portant accomplishments into the 
first twelve month? of an admini­ 
stration. 
Here are some of the things 
Governor Dalton believes to be the 
highlights of his intitial year in 
office: 
Fulfillment of the school founda­ 
tion program, 
giving the local 
school districts more and better- 
paid teachers, more ecuaational 
equipment and helping hold down 
or reduce local school-tax levies. 
Creation of a new division of 
Commerce and Industrial Develop­ 
ment, led by a commission of out­ 
standing men, which is attacking 
with great vigor the problem of 
moving the state’s economy for­ 
ward. 
The highway 
safety 
program, 
which met with important if not 
complete success in the legisla­ 
ture, including passage of a point 
system for drivers. The publicity 
attendant to this effort, plus the 
point system itself (which went in­ 
to effect in mid-October), is given 
some credit in the improved high­ 
way safety record this year. At 
mid-December, Missouri had 104 
fewer highway deaths than had 
occured in the same period of the 
preceding year.' 
The 2 0 !>ercent increase in men­ 
tal health appropriations, and the 
fact thP mental health program is ; 
going forward without losing stride, i 
despite the change in directors. Dr. j 
George Ulett, the new director, is :

in 
giving the piogram renewed e m -! 
phasis along the lines he so suc­ 
cessfully developed in treating the 
mentally ill at Malcolm Bliss hos­ 
pital, St. Louis. 
Avoiding major tax 
increases 
while creating essential new rev­ 
enues. Budget increases for the 
biennium include $73 millions for 
public schools, $14 millions to meet 
growing enrollments in the univer­ 
sity and colleges, $13 millions for 
mental health, $7 millions for wel­ 
fare. and enough more to permit 
modest increases in pay for state 
employees. Thses gains were ac­ 
hieved by more efficient collec­ 
tion of existing taxes, plus small 
hikes in wine, beer, liquor and 
cigarette taxes 
The better roads, streets and 
highways program, which comes 
up for ratification as Amendment 
No. 1 next March 6. This proposal 
con ain.s the elements recommend­ 
ed by the Governor in his message 
to the Legislature. Although en­ 
acted by the Legislature in some­ 
what different form than he had 
suggested, Governor Dalton has 
given the proposed amendment his 
complete endorsement. It provides 
for share-back allocations of state 
gasoline-tax revenue to the coun­ 
ties (for roads) and the cities, 


towns and villages (for streets!, 
while maintaining the present gaso­ 
line-tax rate of 5 cents per gallon. 
No state has a lower rate, but 
Missouri is in position to extract 
from it great benefits to all classes 
of motor traffic. 
Saving tax dollars through better 
administrative practices. Some of 
the Governor’s aims in this field 
have already been put into prac­ 
tice, and others are yet in study 
The Governor insists on a full 8- 
to-5 workday, five days a week, 
for state employees.

Some $17 millions of this consists 
of repairs and rehabilitation of 
existing buildings, including the 
state capítol group, state hospitals, 
penitentiary, penal farms, univer­ 
sity and colleges. New buildings in 
this program include state highway 
patrol headquarters in Jefferson 
City; geological survey building at 
Rolla: agriculture building at the 
state fair grounds; a capítol park­ 
ing facility: 
dormitories for the 
state school at Higginsville; can­ 
nery at Renz farm; medium se­ 
curity building at Moberly; clinic 
and administration building at St.

hospital; 
geriatrics 
group at Fulton; employment se­ 
curity buildings at Sikeston, St.

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A TIME FOR OPTIMISM 


It’s unlikely that many people will mourn the passing of 
old 1961. As years go, it was a j?nm one, but pretty run of 
the mill. That is not to say it was uneventful. 
It had its share of international crises, domestic prob­ 
lems, memorable sports events, scientific advances, laughter 
and sorrow— perhaps more of some things and less of oth-

We are fickle, we humans. Only 12 months ago we were 
welcoming the new year of 1961 with high hopes and great 
expectations. Now, it is 1962 that is the magic symbol of 
our desires and dreams. 
And that is the way it should be. For it is fruitless to 
weep overlong for the past pleasures of tim es gone by or 
to dwell in a regretful shadowland of what-m ight-have-been. 
It is the future we live for. and whether 1962 proves good 
or bad, we will cast it aside too when the tim e comes. 
Yet we carry som ething of the old year, and all the old 
‘ years, with us. besides the m emories of happiness we knew 
or the lessons of m istakes we made. We carry with us a 
sense of the continuity of life, which gives life purpose and 
meaning. 
This continuity is not just of our own little selves but of 
the nation, the world and the race. It is just to the extent 
which we identify our individual lives with this greater 
continuity that our own lives acquire value and worth-while­ 
ness.

We know that in the com ing year we will have to make 
do and revise and compromise and eventually accept what 
we get from 1962. But being human, we cannot begin it 
with anything less than the biggest dreams or aim at any­ 
thing less than the com plete successes. 
That is why we celebrate the N ew Year.

HAVE IT BOTH W AYS? 
Can a com pany “adm inister” prices, setting them as it 
chooses regardless of the law of supply and demand? 
The Adm inistration evidently has two contradictory an­ 
swers to this question, and uses first one, then the other, 
as it suits W ashington purposes. 
Sen. E stes K efauver long has been contending that big 
companies can set prices and make the public pay them. 
The New Frontier has been sym pathetic to this view. 
President Kennedy seemed to support the “administered 
price” idea when he wrote to the steel companies, asking 
them not to include in their prices the costs of a wage 
increase under a contract with the Steelworkers’ union. 
Producers have been contending that the “adm inistered” 
price idea is nonsense. If they could set their prices regard­ 
less of market conditions and without being held in violation 
of anti-trust laws, why would so many prices go up and 
down instead of always up? 
Now it appears that it is handy for the Administration 
to reverse itself and contend that prices are not “adm inis­ 
tered?” Much public apprehension has been expressed that 
New Frontier spending policies, deficits and cheap money 
will cause inflation. 
W alter W. Heller, chairman of the President’s, Board of 
Economic Advisors, does not want fear of inflation to check 
Adm inistration programs. So he has assured us that prices 
will not rise because there is so much unused capacity among 
producers. This means plentiful supply, and in classical 
economics prices cannot rise when supply exceeds demand. 
Particularly cited is the aforementioned steel industry, which 
is operating at less than three quarters of capacity. 
So, when it is desired to attack business and impose wider 
governm ent controls, we are told that prices are adm inis­ 
tered. When W ashington wants to lull us about its inflation­ 
ary policies, we are told that prices are, after all, still de­ 
termined by the law of supply and demand. 
Evidently, W ashington sees no objection to attem pting to 
confuse the people this way, hut most people see it as in­ 
tellectual dishonesty.

America’s 68 land grant colleges and universities are. on 
balance, high quality schools— better far than many of us 
may realize. 
Though they represent less than 4 per cent of this coun­ 
try’s colleges, they turn out nearly 40 per cent of the stu ­ 
dents with doctors’ degrees. In engineering, biology and 
agriculture, the range runs from 50 to 100 per cent. 
Such a performance is an accepted mark of achievem ent in 
the educational world. W ith their great breadth of activity 
and their considerable size (accounting for 20 per cent of 
total college enrollm ent), it gives the land grant institutions 
clear opportunity to lead in the challenging educational era 
ahead. 
They can be expected to play a bigger role in helping oth­ 
er nations, including the newly independent, broaden their 
base of education. Already most land grant schools are es­ 
tablishing universities in their own image in such places as 
Turkey, Ethiopia, Nigeria, and India. 
Their long experience in technical fields, now enlarged 
to embrace the liberal arts; their highly democratized en­ 
rollment programs, and their competence in field extension 
work make their pattern im m ensely attractive to struggling 
new lands. 
That same practice in the “extension” of learning, most 
heavily developed in agriulture but substantial on the gen­ 
eral education level 
in a fair percentage of land grant 
schools, makes them natural centers for a vastly needed 
expansion of adult education. 
The education experts see this as a critical m atter for 
those numerous areas with no adult programs. Few schools 
can match the land grant group in taking education into 
the field, right to the points where it is most needed. 
Thirdly, their very size has accustomed these institutions 
to dealing in big numbers and thus fits them to absorb a 
healthy share of the deluge of college students expected ir 
the years ahead. 
This does mean the land grant colleges will take in a larg 
er part of the total. Their percentage has held fairly con­ 
stant for many years and is thought likely to remain so. It 
does mean they can bear their fair proportion of the future 
load— and do a very good job of it. 
These schools, founded on endowments drawn from th* 
sale of public lands granted them by the federal govern 
ment, are rounding out their first century of life. 
They were at the £ore of the revolution that brought higi. 
er education in reach of the many. Their success over 
long a span provides the dramatic underscoring for th f 
promise that the land grant colleges will go on as before 
with the crucial task of sharpening men’s talents and wid­ 
ening their understanding.

‘Course, just counting calories 
isn’t enough. To get slim and stay 
trim 
and 
not 
jeopardize 
one’s 
health — one must, get the righ’ 
calories. That means, a balanced 
diet. And a balanced diet will even 
be good for the children, tho’ they 
may not, be over - weight. 
The difference is, that the aver­ 
age. growing, younster may have 
seconds, which his weight - watch­ 
ing 
parents should not have. 
Drastic diets are just plain stu­ 
pid. In the first place, most folks 
can’t stay on them. In the second 
place, if they could, they’d suffer 
from energy loss and probably in­ 
jure their health. 
The secret to weight control, is 
goou ca ;ng habits. Even on a diet, 
you need each day: 
Milk — one pint (may be skim­ 
med) 
Egg — one daily. 
Fruit — two or more servings 
tone citrus or tomato) 
Vegetables — two or more serv­ 
ings (especially broccoli, mustard, 
spinach or turnip greens and car­ 
rots). 
Lean meat — one or two serv­ 
ings. 
Cereals and bread — two slices 
bread or one dice bread and one 
serving cereal. 
Fat — two ounces (this includes 
the fat in bacon, ice cream, cook­ 
ing pies, and-table fat). 
In addition to watching “ what” 
one eats, and how “ much,” one 
needs to watch how it’s prepared. 
For homemade soups and stews, 
simmer the meat one day, chill in 
refrigerator overnite. Lift off soli­ 
dified fat. Add vegetables and sea­ 
sonings and cook 
till vegetables 
are tender. Serve hot. 
One can't lose weight and eat a 
lot of fried foods — broil, bake, or 
stew ’em . Don’t add fat to greens, 
for seasoning — use a bouillon 
cube 
in 
cooking. 
Gravies, 
rich 
sauces and salad dressings, choco­ 
late icings and w hipped cream top­ 
pings are for — sure don’ts. But, 
low 
calorie 
substitutes 
may 
be 
found. 
And one must remember that 
most liquids have calories too. A 
soda pop is about 105 calories, one 
jigger bourbon, 125 and 1 can of 
beer about 140. And these liquids 
don't figure into the daily food re­ 
quirements. for optimum health.

Haven, Conn., and Herbert Berry 
Jr., M.D., Ph. D., Boston, drew 
this conclusion from a review of 
seven independent studies, includ­ 
ing one of their own, reported in 
the current Archives of General 
Psychiatry, published by the Amer­ 
ican Medical Association. 
The studies compared the month­ 
ly birth rate of a total of 30.000 
psychotic patients (mostly diagnos­ 
ed as 
schizophrenic) 
with 
the 
monthly birth rate of the 
total 
ponulation in the same region. 
The results of all seven studies 
showed 
that 
the 
birth 
rate of 
i schizophrenics was above the gen­ 
eral population rale in the first 
trimester (January-April) and be­ 
low the general population in the 
second 
trimester 
(May-August). 
Two additional studies of manic- 
depressives reveaiod a similar pat­ 
tern. 
Most of the data indicate that 
“ The first trimester is a deleter­ 
ious time to be born, with the se- 
seeond 
trimester 
b e i n g 
most 
favorable.” the authors said, How­ 
ever, they pointed out that not all 
investigators have drawn this con­ 
clusion. 
For 
example, 
one 
study 
has 
shown that among samples of emi- 
cnt men the largest number were 
i born in the first trimester and the 
fewest in the second. 
The relationship between season 
of birth and psychosis has been 
explained by some investigators as 
showing evidence that 
a 
certain 
season of the year is likely to have 
permanent pathological effects on 
mental development when that sea­ 
son coincides with a certain critical 
stage of the babv’s development 
either before or after birth, the au­ 
thors said. This interpretation is 
supported by evidence that other 
pathological conditions (including 
mental 
deficiency and perinatal 
mortality) show the same patterns 
of seasonal variation in birth rati' 
as does psychosis, they said. 
Other investigators have explain­ 
ed the relationship between season 
of birth and psychosis by the sup­ 
position that psychotics comprise a 
subgroup which differs from the

They illustrate first, how diffi­ 
cult it is to win any country over 
to a pro-American policy; second, 
how easy it is for Moscow to win 
part of any country over to com­ 
munism. Actually these are home-

No 
outside 
organizer 
through 
these 
mountains. 
They 
don't 
need 
to. 
Communism 
is 
spawned by local conditions. 
President Leras, who minimizes 
the importance of these so-called 
independent 
republics, 
explained 
that they were an old story born 
of

fierce 
warfare 
between 
the Conservative and Liberal par­ 
ties. He did not exaggerate this. 
Whole villages were wiped out by 
the Conservatives merely because 
its members belonged to the Lib­ 
eral party. An estimated 200.000 
were killed during this political 
warfare which ended only about 
15 years ago. 
‘‘Boys who were ten years old 
at that time were taught to kill," 
President Lleras, who is a Liber- 
af and who helped stop the m as­ 
sacres, explained. “Now they are 
25 and they know no other way of 
life. They are carrying on guer­ 
rilla 
warfare

bands did after your Civil War. 
The chief difference is that we 
publish the statistics of our sol­ 
diers killed while you didn’t.” 
Savagery in the Jungle 
One Colombian explained that 
these years of political bloodshed 
had If d to a tragic breakdown of 
morality and a tragic reliance on

savages.

to the Indians. It was taken awav 
from the Indians. We are the des­ 
cendants of the Indians. We have 
taken it back.” 
This is a sentiment which ex­ 
ists all through Latin America— 
not merely Colombia—and is one 
reason 
Kennedy’s 
Alliance 
for 
Progress with its agrarian reform 1 
is so important. His visit spurred

project which he dedicated was 
hastily concocted by the Coimo- 
bia government only after it knew 
Kennedy wras coming.

C AKE OF SOW AND LITTER 
IN THE WINTER 


Hogs represent a $900,000 yearly 
income 
to 
Scott 
County 
swine 
growers. Time and management 
spent on winter care of your hogs 
is generally well repaid. This is 
particularly true of farrowing and 
taking care of baby pigs. One of 
the bigger problems is supplying 
heat in the 
farrowing 
house 
to 
avoid chilling. 
Chilling greatly increases both 
death loss and production costs. 
Room temperature 
in the farrow­ 
ing house should be from 50 to 60 
degrees with small areas for the 
baby pigs heated to 80 decrees. 
Leo Schott, of Schott 
Brothers 
farm at Perkins, has installed a 
space gas burner for the farrow­ 
ing house. This may be done with 
eithei radiant type heat or heat 
lamps. 
Housing 
for 
farrowing 
should 
have adequate ventilation, yet be 
free of drafts. Drafts and damp­ 
ness are sure troublemakers. Many 
times dampness is the result of 
poor ventilation. 
Pigs should be given supplemen­ 
tal iron to prevent anemia before 
they are 48 hours old. This may be 
given either as a swab on the ud­ 
der of the sow.by shots, pills, or 
an ora] spray. Be sure to clip the 
needle teeth. It saves pigs and 
makes for better nursing habits by 
sow and pigs. 
Creep feeding is 
an 
excellent 
practice, particularly in the win­ 
ter. It gets pigs off to a good start. 
Water is an essential to a balanc. 
ed ration. On many county farm s 
in the winter this is one of the 
most neglected phases of our hog 
program. Sixty . seven per cent 
of a 100 
-pound pig is water. He 
needs a gallon a day. Water should 
be 
warmed 
to 
50 
degrees and 
should be available at all times 
from a clean source. 


There are many water heaters 
on the m arket that wil] do an ex­ 
cellent job. 


Be sure you get rid of the lice 
and mange on your sows beforee 
they go 
into the farrowing house. 
Two 
sprayings 
with 
a 
lindane 
spray will clean up the sows. There 
is no safe insecticide to use on 
pigs before they are weaned. Those 
external parasites can be costly. 
They are easily and cheaply con­ 
trolled. Sows can be sprayed any 
time 
when 
the 
temperature 
is 
32 degrees.

SEWAGE LAGOONS 
DISCO VERe ED BY ACCIDENT 


In 1928 the town of Fessenden, 
North Dakota instalUed a new sew. 
er system. Money was not availab 
for a conventional sewage treat­ 
ment plant. As an emergency m ea­ 
sure the raw sewage was allowed 
to empty into a nearby low area. 
A bad situation was expected to 
develop. Instead, nature took over, 
the water 
developed 
a 
greenish 
coior. It stayed clear and there 
was no odor. The simple system 
apparently worked better than an 
expensive m echanical system. 
This first lagoon worked success­ 
fully for 20 years before anyone 
gave it much thought as a pos­ 
sible sewage treatm ent method, it 
was just too simple. In 1948 the 
town of Maddock, North Dakota 
built a sim ilar lagoon to handle 
their sewage. Other North Dakota 
towns soon did likewise but the 
potential value of these lagoons 
was still not recognized. 
In 1951, the U. S. Public Health 
Service started a serious study. In 
1956 an experimental 15 acre la­ 
goon was built at Fayette, Mis­ 
souri to handle the sewwage from 
the town’s 3000 population. Health 
officials from all over the U. S. 
and several foreign countries have 
visited this 
experimental 
lagoon 
where oxygen released by algae 
and aerobic bacteria are surprising 
ly effective in breaking down and 
purifying tile sewage. 


Sewage lagoons are now being 
used in many places to take care 
of various types of sewage. Hog 
producers started to use lagoons 
for disposal of hog manure from 
finishing floors 3 to 4 years ago. 
These lagoons are much sm aller 
than those used by towns and ci­ 
ties and are used much more heav­ 
ily. Because of this concentrated 
use they are not expected to last 
as long. 
However, there are some used 
by hog producers that are four 
years old and are still doing a 
good job. 
They are an easy and economi­ 
cal answer to a big problem for 
hog producers.

Adequate Soil Fertility 
Helps Prevent Erosion 


Adequate soil fertility helps pre­ 
vent erosion, Earl Kroth, Univer­ 
sity of Missouri soils researcher. 
reports. 
Kroth says results of trials at the 
Midwest Claypan Experim ent Sta­ 
tion near McCredie give concrete 
evidence of fertility’s effect on ero­ 
sion. This research was conducted 
cooperatively by the Missouri Ag­ 
ricultural Experim ent Station and 
the Agricultural Research Service. 
U S. Department of Agriculture. 
Plots in continuous com during 
1954-60 receiving only starter ferti­ 
lizer lost an average of 1.7 tons of 
soil per acre per year. Plots re­ 
ceiving full soil treatm ent lost only 
1.4 tons of soil per acre. Average 
corn yields for 1955-60 were 51 and 
101 bushels respectively. 


The effect was less noticeable 
with corn grown in rotation with 
wheat and meadow. Soil losses un 
der both starter and full trea t­ 
ments were .8 ton per acre but re­ 
spective com yields were 77 and 
104 bushels per acre.

more evident after a 4-inch rain­ 
storm last summer, Kroth says. 
Continuous plots with starter fer­ 
tilizer only, had 1.7 inches of run­ 
off and lost 3.4 tons of soil per 
acre. Full treatm ent plots had 1.1 
inches of runoff and lost 1.5 tons 
of soil per acre. 
Kroth summarizes by saying that 
adequate 
fertility 
helps 
prevent 
erosion by promoting a heavier, 
faster developing crop cover. How­ 
ever, adequate fertility will not 
take the place of mechanical ero­ 
sion control m easures such as ter­ 
races.

No one wouid be hurt because 
economists say, that for each 1 
percent reduction ui a given farm 
product we would expect 2 percent 
to 3 percent increase m price. The 
general thinking about the govern­ 


m ent's part was only to set up 
m achinery by which farm ers could 
vote acreage allotm ents and to en­ 
force com pliance with these allot­ 
ments which farm ers might im ­ 
pose upon themselves. For exam ­ 
ple. if a 20 percent reduction in 
cotton acreage was agreed upon, 
the farm er who had been growing 
10 acres of cotton wouid grow 8. 
It would be a profitable change, 
since he would get m ore money for 
8 acres than for 10 acres without 
allotm ents. Apparently few thought 
of adding to this profit by asking 
the governem ent for a cash pay­ 
m ent on the “ lay-out” acres. 
While the benefit to the individ­ 
ual by sharing in restricted pro­ 
duction program s is very real, it 
is intangible and easy to lose sight 
of. So for some years the' govern­ 
ment has been asked to provide 
cash paym ents. Perhaps this is 
causing m any farm ers to think of 
benefits in term s of cash paym ents 
which are no doubt less im portant 
than the increased prices resulting 
from restrictions in production. 
BOB 
MARSHALL, 
like'

farm ers, reports that 
his 
cotton 
yield this year was not satisfac­ 
tory. However, one exception was 
a field that produced 580 ibs. of lint 
tier acre. He credits this better 
yield to luck in getting an early

The results of tests by the S. E. 

Experim ent Station indicate 
that most Mississippi County farm ­ 
ers could profitably apply heavier 
applications of fertilizers than are 
generally used. However, the Coun­ 
ty Agent will tell you how im port­ 
ant it is to take into consideration 
soil tests and soil types in deter 
mining the kind and amount.

From these figures you note that 
fertilizer, an im portant production 
item , is not expected to increase 
in price.

H ere's a very clear cut m essage 
prepared by W alter Russell, U. of 
Mo. Extension Poultry m an, about 
handling poultry to protect them in 
case of a nuclear bombing. 
In recent m onths you have read 
and heard a great deal of discus­ 
sion on how to protect your family 
from radioactive fallout in case 
of a nuclear war. 1 hope you have 
given serious thought to this m at­ 
ter and have m ade some plans in 
regard to it. 
The im portant thing for all of us 
to rem em ber is that a nuclear war 
does 
not necessarily present a 
hopeless situation. We can build 
fallout shelters to protect our fam i­ 


lies. And, for those who live on 
i farm s, we can also do some things 
to protect our 
livestock. Today, 
I’d like to review a few tilings 
• that poultry raisers can do to pro- 
* tect their flocks. 
Poultrym en are m a better posi­ 
tion to protect their flocks from ra ­ 
dioactive faiiout than are other 
livestock farm ers. The reason is 
that poultry is norm ally housed in­ 
doors and therefore protected to 
some degree. Also, the lethal dos­ 
age of radiation for poultry is ap­ 
proxim ately twice that of other 
farm anim als. The lethal dosage 
for bogs, for exam ple, is around 
450 roentgens; w hereas for poultry 
it is 1000 roentgens. 
Contamination oi leed and water 
is not as big a problem with poul­ 
try as it is 
with oilier farm ani­ 
mals. Feed and ,vaur ss contam ­ 
inated only when it contains ra­ 
dioactive dust particles. Most poul­ 
trym en will have autom atic wat- 
erers in the house with water be­ 
ing furnished by deep well. Feed 
is protected inside the buildmg or 
in m etal bulk bins. 
In an em ergency the main tiling 
is to have a clean source of w ater 
for tlie birds to drink and to have 
several 
dayssupply of feed on 
hand. D ie feed 
may have to be 
rationed over a period of several 
weeks. 
If you have am ple warning that 
fallout is coming you can take cer­ 
tain precautions to protect the poul­ 
try flocks. If birds are in an open- 
type house, for exam ple, you could 
close tlie doors and windows to 
keep 
r a n i o a r d u s t 
outside. 
Plastic couid 
be used to cover 
open side oi the building or win­ 
dows. And. of course, vou coulu 
use 
hay 
or other 
m aterials 
to 
bank aior.g the oueside walls. 
This is an im portant thing to re­ 
m em ber about eggs — they are re­ 
latively .--ale to eat even it they 
come from hens that have eaten 
contam inated feed. The radioac­ 
tive m aterial will collect in the 
shells and very little of it will be 
found in the yoik or egg white. The 
sam e is true of m eat. Most of the 
harm ful collects in the bones of 
anim als. A person can eat the m eat 
and throw the bones away. 
Following an atom ic attack the 
am ount of radiation from faiiout 
will decline rapidly. A lot of peo­ 
ple do not understand this. They 
think it will be necessary to let 
their livestock go unattended for 
a long period. This may notoe true 
Civil 
Defense 
officials 
will 
ad­ 
vise people when it is safe to be 
up and around. A person m ay be 
able to leave shelters 
for 
short 
periods within two or three days 
after an attack to care for live­ 
stock and do otner outside chores. 
Poultry producers m ay 
be ad­ 
vised to hose down their buildings 
with w ater to rem ove the dust and 
to offer further protection to their 
poultry flocks. 
If your plans for protecting the 
fam ily from fallout are pretty well 
underway, I’d suggest you start 
in thinking now of how you will pro­ 
tect your livestock and poultry. Get 
all the inform ation you can on how 
this can be accom plished. Y’ou will 
be surprised how much you can 
do now to save valuable anim als 
that m ight other wise be lost if 
no advance planning is done.

Ac­ 
tually, older meanings of the word 
hav ebeen almost swamped by the 
new connotation. 
Among other words which are re­ 
lative newcomers in our language 
are ethyl, butane, monaural and 
binaural; every child now is as 
familiar with the new polar pro­ 
jection map of the earth as another 
generation was with the Mercator 
projection; the bathysphere, as a 
w’ord, is common to all who read 
newspapers and magazines.

It will be remembered, however, 
that when the President asked for 
greater defense spending, he also j 
urged domestic sacrifices to hold 
down governmental costs in other 
areas.

Now, what has been known for 
some time is official: The Federal 
Government is going to wrind up the j 
current fiscal year next June 30 
with a deficit of almost seven bil­ 
lion dollars. 
This is partly because Congress

allocating 
funds to some bureaus. No bur- j 
eau will refuse to spend whatever 
it can get, because that suggests 
it has over . expanded itself. Form­ 
er President Eisenhower once or­ 
dered his Budget Bureau not to 
pass out funds Congress has voted 
in order to prevent a big deficit. 
For this, he wra,s castigated by Ken 
nedv, along w'ith other Democrats 
then in the Senate. 
Today, President Kennedy, while 
not pleading for Budget

controls, is begging the spending 
agencies to show’ more economy 
and perhaps hang onto some of 
their money. 
Even the Senate minority leader, 
Senator Everett Dirksen (R., 111.)
